ImpenaliiniyJH^re We Come 

Editors of the Untteii ' States mince no words in 
commenting on the program promoted through the 
Federal government's Petroleum Reserves Corporation 
to launch the government in the oil business by build- 
ing a pipeline 1200 miles across Saudi-Arabia. Appar- 
ently Congress didn't even Icnow about the deal until 
it was announced. 

As the New York Herald Tribune says: "Even If 
one accepts the argument that we are approaching the 
end of our own oil sources, does it necessarily follow 
tthat the most desirable flcld of exploitation is the 
Near East?" Granting that we must have a foreign oil 
policy, the Tribune continues, "most persons . . . will 
probably . . . agree that there is no more reason wiiy 
formulation of that policy should be delegated to the 
Petroleum Reserves Corporation or the Secretary of 
the Navy, than there is for delegating to General Eisen- 
hower the responsibility for working out a postwar poli- 
tical policy for France." 

The Lafayette, Ind., Journal says: "Why should the 
Administration insist on building a pipeline on distant 
foreign soil at public expense? The estimated cost. 
5165,000,000, would put the government ver>' much in 
the oil business, and American companies rightly pro- 
test. They are . . . able to build their own pipelines 
and other facilities. If the Administration is bent on | 



in foreign countriea. Our international oil policy ahould 
be determined by Congreai, and not by Eiecutlve order 
or secret deala.

The Land of Miracles 

If Kit Carson and hli colleaguH of the wildtrnMi 
could look upon the nation they explored not ao many 
years ago, they would think Indeed that many minetes 
had come to pass In America. They would see miracles 
where we of today sec. nothing. . - 

In Kit Carson's day, dlsUnce was a mountainous 
obsUde to be traversed painfully on foot. Tlie Jour- 
ney sometimes took months. Now, airliners and ex- 
press trains have made the mountain into a molehill 
When a housewife In the Middle West wanU a dish of 
fresh strawberries or a crab cocktail or flsh for dinner, 
she has but to go to the nearest grocery store. If Kit 
Carson wanted them, he had to walk a few thousand 
miles to Maine or California. 

The fact that nearly 8,000 carloads Of fruit and 
vegetables were shipped by express to all parta of the 
country during 1W3, is no miracle to contemporar>' 
consumers. But to the pioneers of a hundred yeai> 
ago who were acquainted with nothing more speedy 
than a horse, the spectacle of a modern refrigerated 
express car loaded with delicacies rolling at sixty miles 
an hour across deserts and mountains, would have been 
overwhelming— the work of gods from another world. 

The miracle of refrigerated express is not a crea- 
tion of super men, but merely the work of the Ameri- 
can business man. It is only one of thousands of mir- 
acles that make the United States a good place to live. 
During the next hundred years, tliousands more such 
miracles will bo created by the same kind of men — pro- 
viding this countr>' remains a land in which men are 

free to create miracles.

I kept peekmg back un- 
til the debris subsided, and I could 
see solid blue water between the 
two halves of the ship. 

••We got back to Madiun Field 
just in time to take of! in the face of 
three strafing Zeros, our side gun- 
ner-a National Guard boy \\ed 
picked up in Java: the rest of his 
outfit all stayed and got "ptured- 
knocking one of them down almost 
before we got our wheels up. \\'hen 
the other two went away we re- 
landed, and found a bomb sonie- 
v;here had knocked our electricity 
• out. We had to refuel by hand, us- 
ing flashlights. Also we were us- 
ing them trying to repair our brakes 
when all of a sudden came a terrific 
Bang! It shook the ship so badly 
it knocked one guy off the wing, and 
he fell face-down on the field. 01 
course we wore sure that the Japs, 
seeing our fiashlights. had dropped 
a bomb. But no. Oh. no! 

"It was just the methodical uutcn, 
carefullv scorching the earth by 
blowing up our ammunition dump, 
which bv some miracle we weren I 
near at 'the time. We'd been using 
Dutch bombs for the past week, 
changing their hooks to fit our shack- 
les. 

'•It seemed the order had just 
come through to evacuate, because ; 
the Jnps were coming, and what , 
with the lansuagf dimcuUy. this was . 
their wav of announcing it. The 
funnv thing was. ior weeks they d 
had a gang of men working to im- 
prove that field and repair the run- i 
wavs. These Euys kept right en I 
sweating awny up until the m mute I 
the order to evacuate came tnrough i 
_l^on Ihev went ahead sweating 
]usi as hard to blow up what they'd 
just been fixing. 

*'\Ve were iitler>' — been gome ; 
through a lot of strafinc-bui finally 
got our plane refueled, and loacod 
twenlv-four men aboard. Wc sti I 
had no brakes on the right wheel. | 
but we all hoped together in unison 
that we'd clear the runway. \.e ,

"U wac two o'clock :n tne morn*! 
ing As we climbed for aUitude we 
could see refineries fiaming all over 
the i<=lanri-fires and fxpln?ions-and ! 
as we circlod the field in the dark ; 
for the last lime, the Dutch down 
below us threw a switch and blew - 
' up that beautiful new concrete hang- ^ 

ar. It had huge arches like a bridge 
span, control tower, and everything 
—it all came rolling up at us in a 
parting salute. 

"Now we were headed for :\u?- 
Iralia. buzzing along at ai-^out ICCfiO 
feet Prettv soon wc came to scat- 
tered clouds wliich presently yrrw 
whole mess of thunderheads, 



would hav« when we hit xntf ncm 
with all these men abbard. We could 
lighten ship by having the guys ball 
out, but the trouble was we had 
only nine chutes. But when the 
pilot called the airport, they re- 
ported they had one runway which 
ran uphill and was soft at the far 
end— perfect for us, so we made a 
beautiful landing." 

"I was still back in Surabaya," 
•aid the pilot, Frank KurU, "be- 
cause I had a couple of jobs to do. 
The day we got Warrenfeltz off In 
the Corregidor relief ship, the Colo- 
nel had told me he was leaving Ma- 
lang for Jokyakarta-the town we 
called Jockstrap— and that I'd bet- 
ter join him there and he'd send me 
out to Australia. All the other boys 
of the 19lh were going that day. 

"But 1 asked him if I couldn t stay 
over just a little longer. I was thlnK- 
ing of the fighter pilots. No one was 
looking after them; they had abso- 
lutely no liaison. Wlien o place is 
cracking up. everybody tends to 
think of themselves. Why bother 
about the fighters? They got in, 
didn't they? Well, let them get out 



cr~'''rhey moved in snd fought thtm 
toe to toe, the Auttraliaiu at thtir 
side. It was pitiful, of courM. and 
hopeless, as all of them knew. - But 
the gallant Dutch preferred to dlt 
fighting out in the night rather than 
go skulking home to wait for tht 
Rising Sun tanks to come rattling 
down their street?. ^- . . ^. 

"Side by side, the Dutch and tht 
Australians plunged through that 
outer ring of Jap submarines. The 
American forces took up the lait 
defensive position, skirting the Jap 
back edge, firing on the run.

damage we could, and conserve our 
strength to strike again.. 

"Java died that night in the gun- 
fire which came rolling in over tht 
water. It took until dawn for the 
Jap battle fleet to crunch to blti 
the Dutch and Australian navies, 

"But early the morning before I 
had put In a telephone call to Amer- 
ica. It was to Margo, but it was 
government business and the Dutch, 
when they understood what it was 
about, said they would pay the 
charges themselves. They said the

"It wasn't until I'd hung up that I 
realized that when the 19th had left 
Java, there wouldn't be any way for 
me to get out. The hotel by now 
was emptying fast of foreign uni- 
forms-I'd bade the first echelon of 
our Na\T goodby. Poor old Java 
was being left to sink by herself, but 
since the newspapers were stil 
about four days behind the actual 
news, the people didn't realize it 
yet. Things were moving fast. 

"That dav we heard a big Jap 
force was closing in of! the north 
coast, headed for the Java beaches 



midnight. I privately wondered, if 
it would go through at all. Java-was 
collapsing fast all around us. 

"But I said I'd take it whenever 
it came, knowing I'd get no sleep 
that night— maybe Uttle sleep for 
many nights. So at midnight X start- 
ed for the telephone oillco. Just as 
I was leaving the hotel I ran into 
Commander Peterson of the Navy's 
Patrol Wing 10. By now he was al- 
most the sole survivor. He seemed 
•surprised to see me, told me he was 
just leaving for his plane— the last 
of the Navy was leaving Java. He 
asked how I expected to get out. I 
said I didn't know. 'Come with me 
now,' he said, 'and I'll take you out 
to Australia.' I couldn't. There was 
that telephone call. And also I 
mustn't leave those American fight- 
ers to be swallowed up in .the col- 
lapse tomorrow. So I thanked him;
